THE ROBBERS SEEN 


And Pursued a Short Distance by 


a Sheriff's Poaae 


WITH A LIVELY EXCHMGE OF SHOTS. 


The Sheriff's Posse Being Afoot, Com- 


peted to Give Up the Chase—A 


Second Posse in Hot 


Pursuit. 


ToLKdo, O, Sept 14 —A special to 


the Commercial from Ossian, Ind says 
A dispatch from Kelseyville, Ind , a 
little town in Whitley county about 
sixty miles from Ossian, and along the 
line of the Nickel Plate, says that a 
fruitless attempt to capture five of the 
Kendall ville train robbers was made 
at that place at 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon 
Ever since the robbery oc 


curred a sharp lookout has been kept 
for the robbers Yesterday afternoon, 
between 4 and 5 o clock, a colored 
man about 25. years old, mounted 
on a tired-looking 
ixmy, covered 


with dust 
and dirt and wearing 


a slouch hat with the rim thrown back 
rode in at the gateway of the farm 
which is known as the Spring Grove 
road, owned by James Stanberry and 
asked for something to eat 
The pecu- 


liar appearance of the man and his 
nervous manner aroused Mr Stanber- 
ry's suspicions, audwhik not daring to 
refuse him outright 
he hesitated, 


and entering the house called his wife 
to the door, thereupon the negro with 
a threatening glance called out 


*Oh you need not be afraid 
I am 


going to pay for it 
I ve got money," 


at the same time pulling- from his 
pocket a well filled purse "I want 
something to eat, and I want all you've 
got " he said, and then went on rap- 
idly to explain that he had ridden 
ahead of four companies and that they 
would be along m a few minutes 
"We are going lo stay in town and 
show you farmers what a real wild 
west show is like,' he said as he seated 
himself on a chair in the kitchen 


Stansberry now thoroughly fright- 


ened, but not daring to leave the farm, 
proceeded to help Ins wife in the prep 
aration of the lunch for the unbidden 
guests, managing meanwhile to im 
part to her the suspicion he had about 
the negro 
He told hci he was sure 


that the negro was one of the Kendall 
ville tr*aln robbers and nearly caused 
her to faint 
However the two man 


aged to call their little child, Lizzie, 
aged 10 into the room and whisper 
to her to slip out the back way through 
the cornfield at the ba» k of the barn 
and into the town to tell Marshal HOT 
i ison to come with a posse of men as 
quickly as possible The latter rap 
idly spread the alarm, and in less than 
ten minutes had succeeded in gather- 
Ing about twelve nervj me a armed 
with guns clubs stones revolvers and 
other means of defense 


At Harrison s side was Thomas 


"Wilkinson a man nearly 
r>5 years old, 


known as the pluckiest man in Whit- 
ley county and a veteran of the war 
The party with as little noise as possi- 
ble made for the Stansberry farm 
When within but a short distance of it 
they caught sight of the other four 
men turning- the corner of the Spring 
Grove rood and hastening to join tho 
negro who was now standing1 in front 
of the faim house waving to them to 
come on 


The, posse hastily turned aside into a 


little patch of woodland but Wilkin- 
son insisted on riding ahuid holding In 
one baud a rifle 
He had not pro 


ceeded ten yards along the road before 
the approaching party caught sight of 
him and whistled a warning to the ne- 
gro and turned the other way The 
latter turned quickly and reached for 
his hip pocket 


Without stopping* to think of the 


consequence Wilkinson took deliberate 
in in and fired With a y< 11 of pain the 
negio pulled his hand away from his 
poelcet and rushed toward hts pony 
which was still standing near the gate 
he jumped on its bock and started to 
^oin his eompanions, who were stin. 
standing undecided whether to come 
or turn back at the turn in the road 


At this point Wilkinson turned in 


his saddle and yelling to his compan 
ions Come on, boys ^e've got 'cm

dashed in pursuit of the ne 


giocs The relief headed by the mar 
shal quickly emerged fiom their hid 
ing place and joined in the pursuit 
The robbers for such they undoubt- 
edly wore, held their ('round for a 
moment then seat a volley of revolv- 
er shots Into the midst of the party 
then tui ned and stai tod down the 
road

Wilkinson and Harrison, who were 
mounted, led. The chase was useless 
however Wilkinson and Harrison were 
out matched and fearing the loss of 
lives gave up the pursuit aftei chasing1 
a mile

bers a young fellow named James 
White, who keeps a grocery at Kel- 
seyville, was shot in the arm, but 
not seriously injured 
The robbers 


tin ned on Wilkinson and Harrison 
twice and fired at them, but saw 
clearly that they had the advantage 
and contented themselves with laugh 
ing sarcastically at their pursuers. 


The nearest village to Kelseyville 


is the hamlet of Saturn It is impossi- 
ble to communicate with the people 
there, and the robbers need not neces- 
sarily pass through the place, as the 
Spring Grove rood run along- the out- 
side of the village and toward Roan- 
oko The country between the three 
places is rather wild ami there will be 
plenty of hiding places 
The Kelsey 


ville people have a good description of 
all the robbers.

—Tapioca Cream.—Three tablespoon- 


fuls ot tapioca, one quart of milk, one' 
half cupful of sugar, three eggs, vanilla. 
Soak the tapioca in cold milk, or water, 
several hours. Beat the milk; when 
boiling, odd the tapioca and cook slow, 
ly until tender. Remove from tha 
fire and stir In carefully the beaten 
yolks of eggs and the sugar. Cook 
Slowly in a double boiler till thickened; 
cool and flavor. When cold, after mak- 
ing a. stiff meringue with the whites of 
the eggs and three tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar, whip one-half into 
cream and lay the remainder on the 
top, or whip all into the tapioca, or put 
on top and brown lightly In the oven. 
This dish Is nice served with whipped, 
pream chilled by standing on the ice.— 
Home. 


—Apple Bread Pudding.—Cut enough 


slices of stale bread to fill a deep quart 
pudding-dish to within an inch and a 
bolt of the top. Butter the bread 
Rightly, and arrange It in alternation 
with the thinly cut slices of throe good 
sour apples, placing a layer of apples 
on tbe top. Add three tableapoonfuls 
of Rugar and a scanty teoapoonful of 
cinnamon to three-fourths ot a cupful 
of boiling water, let the sugar melt, 
and pour the liquid over tho bread and 
apples. Allow twenty minutes or more 
for the bread to swell, and then bake 
for forty minutes, or until the apples 
are done. The pudding may then be 
eaten with hard or liquid sauce or with 
sirup. The amount of water required 
depends somewhat upon the juices ot 
tho apples. If the bread is in broken 
bits, choo It flue, arrange it in alternate 
layers with the apples, and molt two 
teaspoonfuls of butter In the hat water 
and «ugar| the result will be about the 
same In regard to taste. Indeed, some 
cooks prefer crumbed bread for an 
ariplo pudding Be sura to allow for 
tao soaking of the bread before bak- 
ing. —Delineator.

The first of the German settlers in
